James B. Hill, president of the N., 
C. & St. L railroad, Wednesday morn- 
ing conferred with James A. Perry, 
chairman of the Georgia Publie Serv- 
ice commission regarding the move 
which that road has under advisement 
and in line with the conference -ater 
in the day directed a letter to Mr. 
Perry in which preliminary details 
of the plan were set out. 

When Mr. Hill conferred with Mr, 
lérry he asked the attitude of the 
commission regarding suel) an arrange- 
ment and declared his line and the 
other roads involved could not pro- 
ceed further until the disposition of 
the commission could be ascertained. 
Mr. Perry stated he- would present the 
matter to the commission at an early 
date and would advise Mr. Hill of 
the action taken. Mr. 
was written at the request of Mr. 
Perry, who stated he wished to sub- 
mit the matter in written form to the 
other members of the commission. 

r. Hill’s Letter. 

Mr. Hill’s proposal as contained in 
the letter to the commission follows: 
To the Honorable The Georgia Public 

Service Commission: 

“Gentlemen: By your action on 
January 17, 1928, you very kindly 
deferred consideration of the matter 
of passenger facilities at Atlanta for 
a period of 90 days. In an informal 
statement made betore the commission 
and in public hearing on the date 
named, 1 asked the patience of the 
public in the matter of passenger fa- 
cilities and the consideration of the 
commission in permitting us to work 
out what we considered the best solu- 
tion of the problem without pressure. 

“After considering the decline in 

assenger business, and its uncertainty 
in the future, it seemed wise to the 
railroads entering the old Union sta- 
tion to arrange, if possible, with the 
Atlanta Terminal station so as to 
make that station a joint one for use 
of all lines entering Atlanta. To this 
end, negotiations were immediately be- 
gun with the Atlanta Terminal com- 
pany. Many unforeseen and unavoid- 
able circumstances have occurred to 
delay the determination as to whether 
or not the facilities of the Atlanta 
Terminal station could be enlarged 
and made adequate and at what cost. 
The studies were involved and intri- 
cate and have at this present time 
barely reached the point for final 
consideration by the engine ring and

The proposal by Senator McKellar, 
democrat, Tennessee, to increase the 
proposed revolving. fund with which 
to assist farm organizations in mar- 
keting surplus crops from $250,000,-

A proposal to resurface all of 
Peachtree street from the city limits, 
near the Brookwood station, to Buck- 
head, as a substitute for the projected 
eoncreting of the eastern half this 
year, was submitted Tuesday after- 
noon to the county commission in spe- 
cial session. : 

Advc_ites of the asphalt pointed 
out it was virtually noiseless and 
therefore favored by residents, adding 
that the entire street could be sur- 
faced for the outlay contemplated un- 
der the plan to concrete only half of 
the thoroughfare this year. 

Action was deferred until the views 
of property owners can be heard at 
a meeting of the public works commit- 


tee on April 20. 
Recommendations of Com 
Paul Etheridge and Walt 
art, recently returned from an inspec 
tion of highway construction in the 
east, that a patent asphalt be used to 
surface five miles of the Gordon road, 
from the end of the concrete to the 
river, was referred to the public works 
committee w.'h power to act. 
$50,000 Increase Advocated.

The county was asked to buy the 
Community Home for Girls, at 318 
Cooper street, by a delegation of of- 
ficials who said the mortgage on the 
building was about to be foreclosed. 
A similar -:~posal was offered to the 
commission last year, and the county 
attorney ruled that action could not 
be legally taken in this form. 

The building was offered for sale 
at $15,000 on a proposition to deed 
the property to the county and operate 
it under the same management. Com- 
missioners expressed..a desire to aid 
the charity, but referred the request 
to the chairmen of the alms and juve- 
nile and the finance committees with 
power to act. 

Report of the finance committee, 
showing that $2,000,000 had heen 
borrowed through banks of the At- 
lanta Clearing House association to 
finance the county during 1928, was 
approved at the meeting.

Although the award is made on a 
cash basis plan, it provides that if 
Fulton county fails in 60 days to make 
satisfactory arrangements with the 
city to post the $500,000 which the 
county was to contribute towards the 
structures, the deferred payment plan 
calling for a contract price of $816,- 
931.32. would be accepted. In the 
latter event, the county would have 
the privilege of paying the $500,000 in 
three equally divided annual install- 
ments, 

Alexander MacDougald, president of 
the MacDougald company, stated def- 
initely that actual work on the strue- 
ture will be begun immediately after 
signing of a formal contract in line 
with the resolution which council

“Perhaps the most notable achieve- 


ment of the Palestinian movement in 
the decane that has elapsed since na- 
tions of the world gave official sanc 
tion to this undertaking bas been the 
welding together of Jews of all lands 
and ali classes in behalf of the move- 
ment,” according to a statement issued 
Wednesday by Leopold J. Haas, prom- 
inent Atlanta attorney, in comment- 
ing upon the United Palestine Appeal 
to be launched here ‘Tuesday, April 17. 

Mr. Haas’ statement follows: , 

“More and more this welding to- 
gether ‘has developed = particularly 
among American Jewry where opin- 
ion was most highly diversified. And 
now we are upon the eve of reaching 
the apex of this unified spirit in 
favor of Valestine, to be crystalized 
in the forthcoming announcement of 
final organization of the Jewish ag- 
ency—the body’ of Zionist and non- 
Zionist Jews that is to take over 
government of d’alestine in accordance 
with the Balfour declaration and the 
British mandate. 

“Many factors are responsible for 
amalgamating Jewish interest in re- 
construction of Valestine as a home 
for Jews. Important among these was 
closing of the gates of many nations 
to immigration, leaving Vatestine as 
a ingieal place for settling Jews whto 
seek refuge. from conditions of cen- 
tral and southern Eurepe.

Moscow. 

A revolt against the high cost of 
burials in Moscow is being led by 
the local Workers’ Gazette, which in 
vigorous and picturesque terms is 
waging war against what it describes 


as “speculation for corpses.” ( 
Workers’ Gazette cries “shame!” 
upon the Moscow authorities for mak- 


dertakers, instead of immediately en- 
tering the somber business themselves. 
When the private undertakers are 
called 6n, it appears, to bury a pau- 
per’s child, they do not even supply 
a coffin, but place the body in a sack 
and transport it to the cemetery in 
an ordinary street car. Thus do they 
acquire such profits that one named 
Korchagin recently ‘was able to build 
himself a house costing $45.000. The 
city crematorium, on the other hand, 
is an excellent example of cheapness 
and hygiene in a communal activity. 
For a worker cremation costs but a 
single rouble; for an “employee’ five 
roubles; for a member of a “free” 
profession, writer, actor, artist, doc- 
tor or lawyer, 15 roubles, and even 
a Chastnik or Nepman can be reduced 
to ashes for $25. But the trowning 
crime of the “corps-speculators,” ac- 
cording to the paper, is that the un- 
dertakers are accustomed when a 
prominent Soviet official dies, to unite 
to raise the rate Upon the wreaths. 


Critic 
Criticized. 


There are occasions whefi the critic 
can be criticised, and _ effectively. 
Some time ago M. Leon Noussinac, 
motion picture critic for the com- 
munist newspaper, Humanite, wrote 
of the American-produced film, “Jim 
the Harpooner,” then being presented 
in Paris, that it was “the character- 
istic type of film to be booed. Suit 
for 100,000 francs was brought 
against the Humanite and its editor- 
in-chief, by the Societe des Cinero- 
mans. The case was heard yesterday. 
After a mass of evidence had been 
produced to prove that the film had 
enjoyed great success in Paris the 
court decided that the critic had over- 
stepped his privileges. The delend- 
ants were ordered to pay damages of 
500 francs and to publish three re- 


tractions.

The Republicans May Name a Confederate 
Veteran’s Son for Vice President. 


Washington, April 11.—(Special.) 
The vice presidency is obtaining a 
larger place in political calculations 

‘than it has occupied 
for a century past. 
The office was 
created by the con- 
stitution makers to 
have available an 
understudy for the 
presidency in caso 
of the death, resig- 
nation or inability of 
the proper president. 
Originally -he was 
the runner-up § for 
the presidency itself. 
Electors voted for 
two persons to be 
president. The one 
having the . most 
i votes became presi- 
dent and the one with the next high- 
est vote became vice president. 

That rule was changed after the 
exciting and famous contest between 
Jefferson and Aaron Burr, growing 
out of the election of 1890. -When 
the electoral votes were © pened be- 
fore congress on February 11, 1801, 
the count shewed 73 votes each for 
Jefferson and Burr, the “democratic- 
republican” candidates, while Adams 
and Pinck vey, federalists, received 65 
and 64 respectively, the odd vote in 
the last cpse being cast by a Rhode 
Island elector for John Jay, then 
governor of New York state. 

The election developed upon the 
house of representatives, which pro- 
ceeded on the same day to ballot by 
states. Kight states voted for Jeffer- 
son, six for Burr and the-yotes of 
two ‘were divided. Ballotings con 
tinued to Tuesday, February 17, when 
on the thirty-sixth ballot, ten states 
voted for Jefferson, four for Burr 
and two remained divided and un- 
counted.

To avoid any like temporary im- 
passe in the future, and because such 
a condition could easily lead to wide- 
spread insurgency, if not civil war— 
as Was ominously near in the Tilden- 
Hayes case in 1876-77—the twelfth 
amendment of the constitution, to re- 
form the manner of choosing a presi- 
dent and vice president, was pnt 
through the eighth congress on the 
12th of December, 1803. It was 
promptly ratified by all the states in 
legislatures of 1804, except those of 
Connecticut, Delaware, Massachu- 
setts and New Hampshire. It was 
procluimed a part of the constitu- 
tion on September 25, 1804, and gov- 
erned the election of that year, No- 
vember 6, in the seventeen states then 
composing the union. “In that elec- 
tion Jefferson was the democratic-re- 
publican candidate for reelection as 
president and George Clinton, of New 
York, was the nominee for vice presi- 
dent. They were elected by 4162 votes 
to 14 tor Pinckney and King, the 
federalists. 

A singular feature of the twelfth 
amendment is that, in the case of no 
candidate having a majority of the 
electoral votes, the senate shall elect 
the vice p :sident from the two hav- 
ing the highest votes; but, although 
the senate represents the states with 
equality of pollency, the senators are 
not required to vote by states, as 
is required of the representatives in 
the house when it elects a president. 
But a majority of all the senators 
must agree upon the person to be 
vice president,

The Office Now Important. 

Taking into acceunt that 
than a century six vice. presidents 
have succeeded to the office of presi- 
dent threugh the deaths of their 
chiefs, political managers have at last 
come to think that a nomination to 
the vice presidency should be some- 
thing more important than a mere 
campaign vote-eatching argument, 

Even now, while discussion is rife 
over the probable presidential nomina- 
tions in June next, one hears party 
leaders seriously debating who, in 
each party, are prominent eligibles 
for the second place on the national 
tickets. 

A long time ago the late Champ 
Clark, democratic speaker of the house 
of representatives, argued eloquently 
for the nomination to the vice-presi- 


dency of men easily recognizable as 
fully qualified to fill the presidency. 
In one of his famous lectures, which 
he delivered in Atlanta during a tour 
of southern cities, he stressed the ap- 
peal and named the earlier vice-presi- 
dents who were chosen to the office, 


with the view to their fitness for the 
presidency, under the original plan. 
He said of Aaron Burr: ‘ 

“Of all the mtn who. have reached 
the vice presidency, save and except 
Thomas Jefferson alone, Aaron Burr 
is easily the most fascinating and most 
brilliant. The traditions of the sen- 
ate still rank him foremost among its 
presiding officers.” 

Next to Burr in —_- presidents 
of the senate Breckenridge, Roosevelt 
and Dawes are those usually men- 
tioned.

From the present trend of “con- 
versations” in the republican camps 
here'in Washington, it is a faitly safe 
bet that if the presidential nomina- 
tion goes to the west—to Hoover, 
Lowden or Dawes, for it is taken for 
granted that it will go to one or an- 
other of that trio—the vice president 
will be an eastern man, _ . 

In that case the nom.snee will almost 
surely be Colonel John Quillin Til- 
son, who represents the third district 
of Connecticut. He entered the house 
with the sixty-first. congress elected 
with President Taft in 1908. He lost 
out for the sixty-third congress, be- 
cause the democrats captured the 
whole Connecticut battery that year, 
but he came back in 1914 and has 
remained put since then and is now

Tilson would be a unique and pe- 
culiarly attractive figure on the repub- 
lican national ticket. 

He is a southerner, born in Ten- 
nesseé, April 5, 1866, at Clearbranch. 
in the far-eastern end of the state. 
The only other southern man who 
was ever put upon a national ticket 
voted by the republican party was 
Andrew Johnson, who lived at Green- 
ville, in upper East Tennessee, not 
far from Tilsoms birthplace. But 
Johnson was named as a “war demo- 
erat’’ on a “union ticket,’ and not on 
a wholly straight republican party 
ticket,

southerner, but he is the son of Wil- 
liam E. Tilson, who served as a sol- 
dier in the Confederate army, and who.

And John Q. would probably have 
been a Tennessee democrat, if he had 
come back home when graduated at 
Yale college.

In the event that Hoover,. Lowden 
or Dawes. is the republican candidat?

He is a thoroughly “regular” re- 
publican, popular with his party coi- 
leagues as shown in the repeated 
choice of him for the onerous and 
delicate job of floor leader of _ the 
house majority, and has the respect 
and confidence of the potential party 
chiefs, especially in the east. 

Hoover and Dawes both make strong 
appeals to independent voters in the 
south. Either of them is figured te 
capture the electoral votes of somé 
such southern states as ‘Tennessee, 
Kentucky and Oklahoma. and it stands 
well to reason that Tilson would 
strongly aid either of them in that 

rospect, especially so in the case of

The Virginia republicans are boost- 
ing Col. Henry W. Anderson, of 
Richmond, for the vice presidential 
nomination, Colonel Anderson is a 
gentleman of high personal character 
and distinguished public services, but 
it is doubtful that he could effective- 
ly aid the party to carry any state 
in the south. He could not carry his 
own state of Virginia for governor 
and is less likely to swing it into 
the national republican column. 

Senator Moses, of New Hampshire, 
or Governor Fuller, of Massachusetts, 
are the only persons who would have 
any chance to keep: Tilson from the 
nomination in the very probable event 
that it will be given to an eastern 
man.

No. 25—Infection is a Passive 
Happening. 

Kivery intelligent person should have 
a general understanding of the sex 
instinct and human reproduction as a 
basis for essential knowledge of the 
hygiene of sex. This entire subject 
is still under a taboo and we must 


Without other apology we 
shall turn immediately to the much 
misunderstood questions of infection 
and immunity. 

First it is necessary to correct com- 
mon ‘misapprehensions of what have 
become familiar medical terms. 

Infection means the entrance of dis- 
ease germs into the tissues of the 
body. It does not mean inhaling or 
swallowing disease germs. It doves not 
mean the presence of disease gérms in 
the mouth, nose, throat or other cav- 
ity or on the surface. An individual 
may harbor virulent disease germs in 
his throat or nose or other body cav- 
ity yet never be infected. He may 
even carry the germs to a third per- 
son who does contract the disease. So 
we must clearly distinguish between 
harboring disease germs and _  infec- 
tion. 

It is still a popular fancy that cer- 
tain communicable diseases are con- 
tagious while others are only infec- 
tious, the word contagion conveying 
the idea of actual contact whereas in- 
fection conveys the idea of indirect 
transference of the disease. We must 
discard this fanciful distinction, for 
there is no practical reason for it. 
Actual contact (contagion) is not 
necessary for the transference of any 
known germ disease. So it is suf- 
ficient to know that a given disease 
is infectious. 

Any good toilet soap is a reliable 
disinfeetant for the hands, no matter

This is notably true of yellow fever, 
the virus being carried by the Stegom- 
yia breed of mosquito. There is no 
good evidence that disease is carried 
by papers, books, money, letters, or 
things made by or handled by the per- 
son who has the disease or who is 
convalescing from it. An _ ordinary 
laundering renders any “clothing or 
linen practically sterile, after it has 
been used, by the person ill of infeé- 
tious disease.

Mrs. Mary Butt Griffith, beloved 
Atlanta woman and member of an old 


and respected Georgia family, died 
Wednesday morning at hér home, 650 


MRS. M ARY B. GRIFFITH. 


Bonaventure avenue,.after an illness 
of twa months. Mrs. Griffith was 
the founder and principal of the Grif- 
fith School of Music, which grew out 
of her personal instruction, . dating 
from 1893. 

Born September 29, 1857, in Camp- 
bell county, Mrs. Griffith was the 
granddaughter of Judge William Butt, 
who was mayor of Atlanta in 1859. 
She was ‘the daughter of Captain 
William Butt, who was killed in the 
second battle of Manassas. 

Among Mrs. Griffith’s accomplish- 
ments outstanding in the memory of 
Atlantans was her ringing of the 
chimes at the Atlanta Cotton States 
land International exposition. Attracted 
‘hy the chimes in Chicago, Mrs. Grif- 
fith studied their technicalities and 
had a set installed at the exposition. 
As a result, the bells, under her magic 
touch, 


terin! exhibits did on the eves. 


Was transposing the pieces from the 
original key to the key of the chimes. 
“Old tunes are the best,” Mrs, Grif- 
fith said at the time, “for they touch 
the heart.” 

Mrs. Griffith was educated at “Col- 
lege Temple.” Newnan, her mother 
being a member of the faculty at that 
time. She married B. H. Griffith. 
at that time of Chamberlin, John- 
son & company, in 1879. Her mu- 
sical abilities she inherited from her 
mother. who was a successful teacher 
of music for 20 years. 

Mrs. Griffith was a member of 
the United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy and of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution. Because of her 
activities with these organizations and 
with her music, she had no time for 
club work. She also was a member 


Madolinists and Guitarists, and of the 
American Guild of Harpists. She fur 
nished music for all sorts of oc- 
easions,. for benefits, churches, avd 
schools. :
